that it would be advisable to have a furniture inspector 
to see that each piece of furniture delivered was up to 
the specifications before acceptance, and immediately 
put into operation a system of inspection whereby each 
piece of furniture proposed for deliv ery is examined. 
If the furniture offered for delivery is in accordance 
with the specifications it is stamped “Inspected and 
Passed, General Supply Committee,” with the fac 
simile signature of the inspector and the date upon 
which the inspection is made. 

Furniture without such stamp will not be received 
in any government department in Washington. This 
insures all ordering offices of the government getting 
furniture of uniform grade and articles equal in every 
respect to those contracted for, and is of great help in 
keeping deliveries of furniture up to a high standard. 
In addition to the inspection before delivery referred 
to above, factory inspections of furniture are made 
from time to time throughout the year. 

Under existing conditions should an oftice or line 
of work be discontinued, the sectional filing furniture 
purchased for that office would be available for and 
intermember with filing furniture in any other oftice 
of the government service. By making one contract 
for the entire government service furniture is pro 
cured for a lower price, considering the quality, than 
that for which it would be secured if purchased in 
dependently by each executive department and inde- 
pendent government establishments. (ffhicials declare 
the existing prices are considerably lower than the 
price for which equally high-grade furniture could be 
purchased without a contract such as that negotiated 
through the General Supply Committee. 

With the existing arrangement, styles of filing fur 
niture cannot be changed with each change in the head 
of a bureau, office, or division, but equipment pur 
chased must intermember with and match what has 
been secured previously. Much furniture has no doubt 
been discarded in the past in the government service 
because it did not intermember with and match what 
the head of an office wanted at a particular time.

“The continued existence of the (ieneral Supp! 
Committee, through which the Secretary of the Treas 
ury negotiates contracts for all common supplies of 
the government, is amply justified. The centralized 
method of negotiating such contracts, instead of pr 
mitting the various purchasing officers of the different 


departments and governmental establishments te ente 


into contracts for supplies without relation to one ai 

other, has resulted in great economy of labor and 
money. During the past year a material improvement 
has been made in many of the specifications. The 
schedule now covers more than 20,000 items in actual 
use. The manner in which many difficult questions

Manufacturers of the Sheaffer Self-Filling Fountain Pen at 
Fort Madison, lowa, Increase Captial and Purchase Large 
Plant 


HE W. A. Sheaffer Pen Company, one of the most 
T aggressive and successful fountain pen concerns in 
the United States, has recently purchased the entire 
plant of the Fort Madison Plow Company, including the 
ground and factory buildings, comprising the greater part 
of the block bounded by Front, Broadway, Second and 
Oak streets. It is stated that the plans for changes in 
the new property this year contemplate a financial ex 
penditure which will equal and perhaps eclipse anything 
which has occurred in the factory development line at 
Fort Madison. It will mean the employment of at least 
a hundred more workmen and will signify the permanent 
location in that city of an industry which has grown from 
infant conditions to a commanding place in the space of 
a very few years. 

The capital stock of the W. A. Sheaffer Pen Company 
has been increased to $400,000. 

The W. A. Sheaffer Pen Company has been operating 
in its present quarters at 401 Front street, just across 
from the big shop which it has just purchased, but growth 
of the business compelled an extensive increase in its fac- 
tory facilities. The new plant will give the company 
ample quarters, providing floor space of 290,000 square 
feet. New machinery has been ordered and by the time 
this report reaches the readers of this magazine much of 
it will have been installed. It is stated that the output 
of the company for 1917 will have to be at least 300 per 
cent greater than last year’s output in order to supply 
the nominal demand. 

An architect has already been engaged to draw up 
plans for remodeling the building to afford every con- 
venience and facility of the highest type of modern foun- 
tain pen factory.
